The  Chatham  Historical  Society 


,  linprcvements  of  the  Chat±am  Historical  Museum  have  continued 
during  the  past  year.  The  painting  of  the  walls,  floor,  and  ceiling 
has  been  accomplished  with  just  one  wall  behind  the  old  school 
stove  remaining  to  be  painted.  There  have  been  three  doors  installed 
by  Bud  Barnes  and  a  tenporary  section  on  the  heat  outlet  for 
the  furnace.  The  Historical  Museum  sign  is  awaiting  hanging  under 
the  library  sign  and  will  be  done  this  coming  summer. 

A  7ft.  display  table  was  donated  and  this  is  used  for  diaries, 
journals,  and  other  memorabilia.  A  handbacte  sled  v^ich  had  been 
built  by  Fred  Meader  was  given  to  the  Museum  by  Myrtle  Bryant 
Foster.  Old  handwritten  journals  have  been  either  typed  or  copied 
with  the  work  being  done  by  Betty  Hill,  a  mercber  of  the  Society. 

Other  donations:  ice  tongs  from  Art  Hill;  a  chair  from  a  non- 
mannber,  and  large  portraits  from  Clara  Thurston.  Old  pictures 
from  bfyrtle  Bryant  Foster;  lists  and  receipts  from  Phil  Streechon; 
and  an  old  tax  map  of  Chatham. 

A  photocopier  was  purchased  in  late  November  which  will  be 
used  for  copying  all  old  records  so  the  originals  can  be  kept 
in  a  safe  place.  Money  for  the  photocopier  came  through  donations 
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from  the  Mulford  Fund  and  the  Henney  Fund  as  well  as  matching 
funds  from  the  Historical  Society.  The  Society  funds  were  earned 
at  the  Fryeburg  sunnier  flea  market  as  well  as  a  bake  sale  supervised 
by  Judy  Bailey  and  Jean  Barnes. 

The  Historical  Society's  items  are  selling  steadily  as  well 
as  the  historical  panphlets  by  Ken  Small  and  Margie  Shirley. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  new  parphlet  by  Ken  Wood  will  be  available 
in  early  sunanner.  A  Qiatham  cookbook  was  created  by  raarbers  of 
the  Society  and  was  ready  for  sale  before  Christinas.  Another 
printing  may  be  scheduled  later  this  year. 

There  have  been  four  issues  of  the  Qiatham  Times  issued  in 
1992  and  the  next  issue  will  be  in  March,  1993.  Barbara  Eastman 
is  now  publishing  the  Times  vdiich  can  be  subscribed  to  for  $3 
a  year.  Menbership  is  now  at  82. 

The  Qiatham  Society  is  a  menber  of  the  Pequawket  Historical 
League  v^ich  includes  local  historical  societies  both  from  Maine 
and  New  Hampshire. 

For  1993  J  projects  planned  are  the  fourth  annual  historical 
table  at  the  Fryeburg  Flea  Market;  interesting  programs,  a  possible 
field  trip,  cook  sale,  and  hoping  to  show  an  increase  in  membership. 

Those  who  vrould  like  to  assist  in  the  work  of  the  Society 
and  museum  will  be  welcomed  every  Wednesday  afternoon  at  the 
Museim  room  under  the  library.

The  Fire  Association  wDuld  like  to  THANK  everyone  in  the  area 
for  all  of  the  support  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  year  of  1992  there  was  again  a  lot  of  activity, 
including  fire  calls,  training  and  vjork  projects.  The  department 
responded  to  a  total  of  18  calls,  the  same  as  the  year  past. 
The  calls  break  down  as  follows:  Chatham  5,  North  Fryeburg  9, 
Stew  4. 

1992  has  seen  many  changes  in  the  department,  the  biggest 
of  vhich  is  the  addition  of  the  new  mini-pumper.  Engine  94  has 
proved  to  be  even  better  than  hoped.  The  fire  attack  power  and 
ease  of  operation  are  just  the  right  cotrbination  and  Central 
States  Fire  Apparatus  Inc.  did  an  outstanding  job  on  the  unit. 

Also  added  this  year  were  2  more  pieces  of  much  needed  apparatus, 
replacing  2  older  units.  We  have  replaced  the  1956  Dodge  with 
a  1966  International  truck,  this  engine  is  not  only  newer  but 
has  more  water  and  a  large  pump  capacity.  Ihe  1959  tanker  was 
also  replaced  with  a  1974  Ford  with  a  3000  gallon  tank.  With 
these  additions  the  department  will  be  able  to  service  the  area 
much  better. 

The  best  and  greatest  change  of  all  is  tl^  change  in  Insurance 
Class.  Because  of  the  hard  work,  training  and  improved  equipment 
we  were  able  to  receive  a  new  fire  insurance  classification  for 
the  towns  within  our  service  area.  This  classification  has  changed 
to  Class  9.  The  change  from  Class  10  to  Class  9  will  reduce  property 
insurance  premium.  The  new  classification  will  be  effective  on 
January  1,  1993. 

The  department  and  corancunity  should  be  very  proud  of  all  the 
achievements  that  have  been  accomplished  and  those  yet  to  be 
achieved.  I'd  like  to  thank  the  communities  and  the  unpaid  pro- 
fessional volunteer  fire  fighters  for  all  their  support.  Remeirber, 
education,  prevention  and  early  detection  are  the  keys  to  fire 
safety.

1992 

Already  ariother  year  has  cocne  and  gone  and  the  road  work  continues. 
Ihe  winter  of  January  to  March  of  1992  was  again  a  very  icy  one. 
It  took  lots  of  sand  and  salt  to  keep  the  traction  between  the 
tires  and  the  road. 

In  the  spring  1  had  to  replace  the  tines  of  the  Front  Runner 
Eake  -  they  were  worn  down  more  than  6  inches.  The  rake  again 
proved  itself  very  valuable  this  year,  cutting  dcwn  on  the  maint- 
enance time  and  saving  money. 

During  the  early  spring  we  had  scxne  very  heavy  rains  and  some 
washouts  on  the  Butter  Hill  Road  and  the  Little  Chatham  Road. 
The  damage  was  repaired  with  gravel  and  smoothed  with  the  rake. 

After  we  got  by  the  spring,  summer  maintenance  went  right 
along  with  the  general  upkeep  of  the  road  -  mostly  with  the  use 
of  the  rake. 

In  September  1  brought  in  a  grader  and  all  the  roads  were 
reshaped  up  before  the  winter  started.  While  the  grader  was  in 
town  we  added  some  much  needed  gravel  to  both  Butter  Hill  and 
the  Little  Chatham  Roads. 

Winter  then  got  off  to  a  slow  start  and  to  make  things  vrorse 
it  came  with  more  ice  and  freezing  rain  than  sncw  -  another  diff ici- 
cult  winter  for  traveling. 

The  money  was  tight  for  this  year  and  just  the  work  that  really 
needed  to  be  done  was  performed,  with  the  hope  that  we  could 
carry  some  over  to  1993  and  then  be  able  to  do  some  of  the  much 
needed  brush  and  ditch  work  the  roads  need  and  even  add  some 
more  gravel  to  build  up  the  surfaces.

Atotioned  and  seconded  to  accept  \he  Auttxrization 
of  the  Chatham  School  Board  to  apply  for,  accept,  and  expend 
in  the  nsrre  of  the  School  District,  such  gifts,  advances,  grants 
in  aid,  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may  be  available 
or  forthcoming  from  any  source  during  the  fiscal  year,  in  accord 
with  and  upon  such  terms  as  are  found  in  RSA  198:20-b,  Voted 
Yes  by  Hand  Vote. 

Article  7.  Questions  raised  on  hew  much  was  in  the  Trust  Fund. 
Should  we  amend  to  read  "raise  and  appropriate."?  The  old  bus 
should  bring  $4,000-55,000  resale.  The  ne/;  bus  should  cost  $36,000. 
Old  bus  is  4  years  old.  Vie  should  have  a  bus  to  carry  45  students, 
A\el  said,  since  we  have  that  rrany  students  in  lo^,  even  though 
we  don't  have  everybody  riding  our  To^n  Bus.  Asked  if  there  v>ere 
any  other  options  for  transportation.  Maybe  let  Bennett  transport 
all  students?  Mel  said  it's  cheaper  to  have  our  cvvn  bus  and  let 
Bennett  run  it.  Ate  I  said  that  Bennett  might  not  want  to  transport 
all  students.  V^y  don't  we  contract  in  toMi?  Who  pays  the  insurance? 
Vte  do.  In  New  Hampshire  it's  cheaper.  Board  said  they  are  looking 
at  a  45  passenger  bus  on  the  same  size  chassis.  People  asked 
why  we  need  a  bigger  bus  if  Walt  drops  students  off  at  the  North 
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Fryeburg  school  and  then  continues  on  his  run.  Never  having  all 
the  students  on  at  the  same  tirre  anyway.  Me\  said  that  Bennett 
now  uses  his  bus  for  the  kindergarten  run  and  only  charges  us 
by  the  mile.  It's  the  same  charge,  (1.17)  for  using  our  cwn  bus 
as  it  is  if  we  use  his.  Asked  what  would  be  Bennett's  proposal 
to  do  the  Ta^,  //el  said  he  wouldn't  be  interested  in  doing  it. 
/."otioned  and  seconded  to  amend  to  strike  out  the  first  part  of 
the  article.  If  we  leave  the  wording,  the  Superintendent  said 
it  will  still  pass,  and  to  recamiend  to  leave  it  as  is.  Voted 
on  the  amended.  Hand  vote  Yes.  Now  reads  "to  determine  whethier 
the  voters  will  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $32,000.00,  or  some 
other  sum,  frcm  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  (School  Buses)  to  t>e 
applied  to  the  purchase  of  said  school  bus;  and  to  authorize 
the  Trustees  of  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  (School  Buses)  to  withdraw 
said  nrcmies  and  to  pay  the  same  over  to  the  School  District  Treas- 
urer on  or  before  June  30,  1993. 

Article  8.  fAr.  Bagocious  stood  to  say  that  his  daughter  was 
on  the  student  enrollment  list  and  that  she  wasn't  even  attending 
Fryeburg  Schools.  Board  was  asked  why  they  overestimated  for 
extra  students,  v^en  the  townspeople  can't  even  afford  to  pay 
the  taxes  they  have  now.  Ate  I  explained  that  they  add  an  extra 
10%.  Hr.  Calcrrb  wanted  to  amend  to  only  appropriate  for  17  students 
instead  of  22.  f/e\  explained  that  we  don't  have  enough  extra 
mDney  in  the  budget  cone  Sept.  to  pay  for  the  first  installnrent 
of  tuition.  Asked  when  the  last  census  was  taken  -  Board  didn't 
know.  Atentioned  it  was  appropriated  to  pay  for  one.  Bill  Perry 
said  that  the  School  Board  is  doing  a  good  job,  but  that  there 
should  be  a  cheaper  way  to  educate  and  how  the  population  v^as 
too  small  to  pay  the  tax  money  we  do  and  that  it  all  goes  for 
tuition  and  education  fees,  r.'el  said  he  has  learned  v,tiat  SAU 
9  is  about  over  the  past  3  years  he's  been  on  the  Board.  Selectvoran 
Vi/ilfong  said  she  still  had  a  problem  with  having  a  contract  with 
Fryetxjrg  and  having  no  say.  Atotioned  and  seconded  to  accept  the 
Article  and  raise  the  sun  of  $297,691.  22  Yes  -  13  No,  by  hand. 

Article  9.  Mentioned  we  stxxild  mail  our  tuition  money  registered 
or  sore  other  safer  way.  ft\entioned  that  ttie  Supervisors  have 
not  been  paid,  //otioned  and  seconded  that  they  stxxjid  be  paid 
accordingly  for  the  School  District  meetings.  Voted  Yes.  Motioned 
and  seconded  that  the  meeting  adjourn.  Voted  Yes. 
Elected  officers  were  SAorn  in.

Vfe  have  audited  the  accrmpanying  general  purpose  financial 
statements  and  the  individual  fund  financial  statements  of  the 
School  Administrative  Unit  No.  9  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended 
June  30,  1992,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  financial 
statanents  are  the  responsibility  of  the  School  District's  rranage- 
ment.

Also,  in  our  opinion,  the  individual  fund 
financial  staterrents  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all 
material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  each  of  the  individual 
funds  of  the  School  District  as  of  June  30,  1992,  and  the  result 
of  operations  of  such  funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

1^2  was  below  average  for  wildfires  reported  in  our  state. 
Our  largest  fire  was  in  A^y  in  Rurmey  where  a  suspicious  origin 
fire  burned  approximately  150  acres  with  a  total  cost  of  approxi- 
mately $30,000.  The  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted 
many  other  ccrmunities  in  wi  Idland  fire  suppression  as  wel  1 . 

Our  fire  lookout  toners  reported  289  fires,  burning  a  total 
of  136  acres.  Our  major  causes  of  fires  were  fires  kindled  without 
a  permit,  unkncv^n  causes  and  children. 

Please  help  your  to/jn  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with 
fire  prevention,  ^^!e»v  Hsrrpshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27)  requires 
that,  "No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to 
be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material 
in  the  open,  except  v^en  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without 
first  obtaining  a  vjrittem  fire  permit  frcm  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 
of  the  tcv\n  v^ere  the  burning  is  to  be  done."  Violation  of  this 
statute  is  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  a  fine  of  up  to  $1,000 
and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  liable  for  all  fire  suppression 
costs. 

Local  fire  departnents  ere  responsible  for  suppressing  fires. 
The  small  average  fire  size  of  .47  acre/fire  is  a  tribute  to 
early  detection  by  the  public  or  our  fire  toAer  system  and  the 
quick  response  of  our  trained  local  fire  departrmnts.  Please 
help  your  V^den  and  fire  departrrent  by  requesting  and  obtaining 
a  fire  permit  before  kindling  an  open  fire. 

The  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  28  tcvjis  with 
a  total  of  $20,000  in  50/50  cost  share  grants  for  fire  fighter 
safety  items  and  wi  Idland  suppression  equipment  in  1^2.
